Senate Leader to Have His 


Tariff Measure Waiting 


on the House. 


EXPECTS TO GET 


BUSY RIGHT AWAY 


House Bill Will be Well 


Shredded When Senate 


Gets Done With It. 


Washington, March 12.—The repub- 


lican senators on the committee on 
finance will begin, a systematic study 
of the new tariff bill as soon as copies 
are obtained. 
They feel the import- 


ance of pressing tho measure to a 
speedy determination and Senator Aid- 
rich, as chairman of the committee 
lias said he would make an effort to 
hare the bill reported as soon as pos- 
sible after its passage by the house. 


The bill cannot, of course, be ofll 


dally considered by tho committee as 
a whole until after it has been passed 
by tho house and transferred to the 
senate In the usual formal manner. 


It Is believed, however, that the 


house will make few changes In. the 
bill after it is reported from the com 
mittee on ways and means and the 
republican members of the senate 
committee on finance feel that they 
•will have in the house committee bll 
as good a basis for their operations 
as they will have after that measure 
lias received the consideration of the 
house itself. 


Senate Will Make Many Changes. 
It is expected that many changes 


will be made in the senate and tha 
most of them will be suggested bj 
the finance committee. In the senate 
the smaller states have a greater pro 


. portionate- representation than in th< 


house, and if the bill, as it come; 
from the house, should fail to glv 
what is considered adequate protec 
.tion to some of thier Industries, ther 
would undoubtedly be a ptrenuous 
effort by the 
senators 
from those 


states to restore the desired' equili- 
brium. The thinly populated states of 
the west are especially, interested in 


.. the protection ot; wool,, hides,.'fruits,. 
Mead, ore,,, copper, etc., and will un- 


• ...questionably resist- any;' effort to dis- 


'criminate against'thern',:as they would 
regard as such effort the placing-of 


• any of these articles on the free list. 


Far West Unrepresented. 


As the committee on.finance is at 


present constituted the far west is 
without representation. 
There is 'lit- 


tle doubt, however, that in the reor- 
ganization this defect will be reme- 
died, but even though there should be 
no change in this respect, the sena- 
tors are still confident that the com- 
mittee would take care of their inter- 
ests. 
If it should fail to do so they 


will make their fight on the senate 
floor. 


While Senator Aldrich's hope is to 


have the bill in shape to be reported 
soon after it comes from the house, 


' much depends upon the character of 


the house measure and the disposition 
of the members of. the finance com- 
mittee. Unquestionably, the controll- 
ing desire in the senate will be to 
make tho hill a distinctively protec- 
tive measure and it is not believet' 
the republican senators will perml 
even their desire for haste to cause 
them to sacrifice this feature of It.

at the same time the operators claim- 
ed they had no objections to the men

Workers. 
Two things are brought 


out clearly in the position of the op- 
erators: In the first place, they say 
;hey have no objections to the anthra- 
cite mine workers belonging to the 
United Mine Workers, and .yet they 
say they are unwilling to meet the 
representatives of the miners as rep- 
resentatives of the union. This posi- 
tion is so inconsistent that it needs 
no comment. 


Points- Out the Difference. 


"The question naturally arises, if 


the anthracite operators refuse to sign 
an agreement with the representatives 
of the Mine Workers as such for the 
anthracite region, then any agreement 
made is binding only upon the men 
whose signatures are attached to the 
document. 


"Any proposition agreed upon for 


the mine workers of the anthracite 
region to have the support of the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers must be signed by 
representatives of the miners as: rep- 
resenting the United Mine Workers 
in the anthracite region."

How We Neglected the Danger 


Signals 


Today the records of failure in municipal ownership of public services or util- 


ities are on every side, and even he who runs may read. 


In 1897, as we noted in talk 48, conditions were very different. The records 


for or against municipal ownership of electric lighting plants in this country- 
'were then only being made. 


So it was not so surprising that Fort Wayne should have been induced in 1897 


to favor steps looking to eventual .street lighting under municipal ownership of an 
electric plant. 


Especially so when neither Fort Wayne nor other cities of its size and cir- 


cumstances had at hand the facts and figures that make up reliable data on which 
to base safe and foresighted action upon public service in electric lighting. 


But conditions had changed ten years later, and in 1907 there were plenty of 


records available in the municipal ownership field; and, while they were not made 
generally accessible to the taxpayers of Fort Wayne, they might easily have been 
known and should have been studied and regarded by every, official and other citi- 
zen instrumental in guiding Fort Wayne into the present thorny paths of public 
lighting. 


Those records were largely danger posts and warning signs to. "beware," and 


there was no public exigency demanding .tht our municipal "limited" should pass 
them unheeded on its wild rush into a single-track block already occupied and 
with a danger signal in full view. 


It was the old, old trouble—neglect of the engineers to heed the signals. 
What were some of those signals that experimenting cities, at large cost to 


themselves, had set for us by 1907^ 


London, the center and vortex of the municipal ownership sentiment of' all 


England, whose institutions, unlike our own, breed socialism by propagating pau- 
perism, had, after eighteen years of socialistic control of its county council, fought 
out squarely the issue of the extension of municipal ownership and beaten out such 
further extension by a general vote. 


It is stated tlTat tho investment in London at that time in public utilities alone 


had reached the appalling sum of over $189,000,000 (one hundred and eighty-nine 
million dollars) and with no end in sight! 


In America the National Cjivic Federation's commission on public ownership 


and operation, composed'of representative public .men of the republic, after the 
most thorough investigation ever made, had returned a report, based on the investi- 
gations of experts, absolutely and unqualifiedly unfavorable to municipal, owner- 
ship except as a last resort.

New York and Wisconsin had enacted public utility laws distinctly and em- 


phatically discouraging to municipal ownership and espousing the merits of state 
regulation and control of the rates and conditions of public utilities. 


The regulation of private ownership of public utilities, through non-partisan 


state commissions, has. since 1907, made both competition and public ownership out 
of date and an unnecessary public burden and annoyance in our leading common- 
wealth of New York.

sugar put a thick layer of blanched and chopped almonds. 
Bake 


in a moderate oven about half an hour. A few raisins and currants 
or chopped nuts may be added to the bread dough when the egg is 
put in if desired. When this bread is baked and eaten warm it 
readily breaks apart, which <s better than having to cut it.

ter.

Debts of Maryland Rector Estimated 


at $130,000. 


Baltimore, March 12.—The revela- 


tions published concerning the finan- 
cial ventures of Rev. Casper P. El- 
bert, recently removed from the rec- 
torship of St. Catherine's Roman Cath- 
olic church in this city, have caused a 
sensation in Catholic circles. Cardinal 
Gibbons has assumed the burden of 
paying Father Elbert's debts, which, 
so far as disclosed, amount to about 
$130,000, exclusive of a church debt 
of $28,000. 


According to an official statement 


from Cardinal Gibbons, little .of the 
money raised by Father Elbert was 
used for church purposes. "Some of 
it went," he said, "to pay premiums 
on life and accident Insurances. 
The 


balance went into visionary financial 
schemes by which he expected to real- 
ize large profits. There is no indica- 
tion that tiie money was spent for any 
improper purposes." 


Father Elbert is now in a sanitar- 


ium, 
and is believed to be mentally 


unbalanced. His operations have been 
going on since 1904.

At the time Jeremiah was called up- 


on to prophesy, Jerusalem and the 
people of Israel were in a lamentable 
condition and 
seemed 
daily to be 


drifting farther and farther from God. 


Jeremiah has been called 
the 


"Weeping Prophet," and he was well 
named, because he realized the sinful- 
ness of sin and understood, as did uo 
•other man of his times, the awful con 
dition into which Israel had drifted. 
He seems to be seeking in every pos- 
sible way to turn them back again to 
Jehovah. 
Waking and sleeping, they 


are in his mind and on his heart, and 
all that ho writes is in the nature of 
a plea that they should turn again to 
Him who waits to receive them with 
all the tenderness of a father and the 
pity of a mother. 


One day he makes his way to the 


house of the potter, and at once he is 
interested in the work which is going 
on under the potter's direction. He 
sees him take a lump of clay, hold it 
for a moment in his hands, then place 
it carefully upon the wheel, and, as 
he turns the wheel quickly, •with his 
deft fingers the potter fashions it into 
a vessel, which to the untrained eyes 
of the prophet, seems to be perfect 
enough, but when the work appears to 
be finished tho potter takes it In his 
hands and examines it with critical 
eye, and as a shade of disappointment 


\ passes over hie face, he crushes the 


vessel in his.hands, places it upon the 
•wheel once more and makes it over 


- again. 


The Divine Potter. 


There were but two lines of opera- 


tion open to him in fashioning the ves 
8el. One was to leave it In its imper 
fact condition, which .was doubtless 
caused by some Imperfection in the 
clay, but the vessel would then have 
been of the commoner sort; the other 
was to remove the obstruction to the 


working out of his plans and make a 
vessel which might have been used 
in the king's palace. 


Jeremith is most interested in this 


work, and at once his mind turns to 
Israel, and he exclaims. "Then the 
word of the Lord came to me, saying. 
0 house of Israel, cannot I do with 
you as this potter? saith the Lord. 
Behold, as the clay is in the potter's 
hand, so are ye in mine hand, 0 
house of Israel." 


This is an oft-used Dgure in the 


bible, both in the Old Testament and 
in the New we find it. Isaiah uses it 
when he says, "But now, 0 Lord, thou 
art our father, we are the clay and 
thou our potter: and we all are the 
work of 
thy hand." 
And St. Paul 


makes use of the same figure when he 
exclaims. "Hath not the potter power 
over the clay, of the samo lump to 
make one vessel unto honor, and an 
other unto dishonor? 
What if God 


willing to shew his wrath, and to 
make his power known, em'.ured with 
much long suffering 
the 
vessels o 


wrath fitted to destruction, and tha 
he might make known the riches o 
liis glory on tho vessels of mercy,! 
which he had afore prepared unto 
glory?" 


If this illustration is to apply to 


our experience, then we are the clay 
and God Is tho potter. If he is given 
the right of way in shaping our lives, 
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vas superbly beautiful, but my friem 
ay my side insisted that 1 go into the 
work room, which seemed unimerest 
ng enough until I beheld one of the 
lass blowers blowing upon the glass 
and saw it take shape as his mind in- 
fluenced it aad his will formed it, 
and, as I stood gazing upon him, as 
fine a bit of Venetian work as I have 
ever seen was in his hands. What the 
;lass blower can do through the glass 
God can do in our lives, if we but give \ 
him ;in opportunity. 


This Is to me an illustration of re- 


generation. 
I was 
preaching 
in a 


New York village one evening, several 
years ago. when an old man, who for 
sixteen years had not. been in the 
church, came to tho service to hoar 
"the singer sing." Ho was a hope- 
less and helpless drunkard, his chil- 
dren had forsaken him and his wife 
was dead. He was tho first to lift his 
hand when I made the appeal and 
the first to RO into tho after-meeting 
as 1 g;ivo the invitation. I saw him 
kneel: I hoard him breathe out a pray- 
er of penitence and confession, and 
watched him as no arose an abso- 


itely chnnged man. I have known 
im for years, 
and 
he has never 


werved from tbe path of duty ami 
rivllpgp open before the Christian, 
'he man who was onco despised is 
,o\v respected, and the outcast of oth- 
r days is the reputable citizen of to-

Out of Tune with Christ. 


On the day of our conversion we 


-lelded to God, for men are converted 
vhen they say "I 4vlH" to him, and 
only then; and when we begin the 


hrlstian lite we place ourselves in 


his hands and he is supposed to direct 
our every step; but the Christian ex- 
perience of some of us has not been 
altogether satisfactory. 
There may 


have been some imperfections which 
nave strangely influenced us—some 
secret sin which we would not give 
up. We may have had some contro- 
versy with Him regarding the follow- 
ing out of his plan for our lives, and 
thus the life which" began so well Is' 
marred, the harmony seems 
to be 


gone and we are out of tune. 
We 


are Christians, but in experience ws 
are joyless. 
Wo are likewise fruit- 


less, and we are also shorn of pow- 
er. We long to be holy, but know we 
are not. We desire to be pure in 
heart, but we are conscious of our 
weakness. We know the value of fel- 
lowship with Him, but we aro still in 
bondage. 


It is a comforting thing to know 


that with this consciousness of fail- 
ure we are still in the potter's hands. 
If we do not yield to his will and let 
him make us over, we shall continue 
to be Bhorn of. peace and power and 
blessing, and the vessel will be 
marred and unfit for the best use of 
the King, but we ought to learn the 
lesson from the potter and. the clay 
that God can make us over if we wil 
but let him. God would and man 
would not is the secret of many a 
failure. 
• 
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In crossing the continent to the

If we are going to raise a great crop oughly ""draincj.' 


of corn we must not despise the day 
of small things. Besides using the in- 
struction that agricultural professors 
can give, we must put a great deal 
of hard work and attention to details 
into the production of this crop. It Is 
not any one thing that makes the bis 
crop, but the combination of many 
small things well done. 
Krom -start 


to finish we must not omit a single 
thing that the crop demands. We must 
do anything that will add another ker- 
nel to the ear or another ear to the 
crop. 


With the best kind of soil, and the 


most favorable season, and the best 
seed, and thc work done by the best 
kind of a farmer, the result will be a again, 
crop of corn that will nearly, if not 
quite, average 100 bushels per acre. But 
if any one of these four factors be di- 
vided by two it will very nearly di- 
vide that 100-bushel yield by two.

Care of the Soil.

Wo know that the ground Is Injured 


when soft by tramping of live stock, 
and the animals should he kept out of 
the stalk Held at such times. It is a 
mistake to rake and burn stalks. We 
chould return their organic matter to 
the soil, and this will help to keep it 
in good physical condition. 
\ 
Gathers Seed in October. 


. . The first of October we go into the 


corn field with sacks and gather seed 
corn, taking thc best cars from the 
best stalks. This field selection of seed 
is important. 
So much of the corn 


falls down when the windstorms come, 
but some stalks do not fall, and seed 
should be selected from the latter— 
that Is, from the stalks that have good 
.root development. 


In selection of seed corn ears at the 


crib we cannot tell anything about the 
stalk that produces those ears. There 
Is as much individuality in the ears 


' of corn as there is in people.

A Colorado farmer writes that when 


his boys are putting in alfalfa they 
use a small seeder, which 
can ber 


bought at any hardware store for >3 or 
$4. With the little slide set at nine- 
sixteenths of an inch it will put about 
ten pounds to the acre, taking a strip 
one rod wide, the operator walking at 
an ordinary pace. Then he turns and 
goes orer the 'field the other way so 
as to cross seed. This is better than 
trying to put twenty pounds to the 
acre going over once. Professor Voor- 
hees of the New Jersey station, who 
has made a great success with alfalfa, 
sows about thirty pounds, going over 
the ground one way.
